The file wrapper indicates that a prior art statement was filed, but it was not found in the 
file.

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S. C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Berwick in 
view of Kelly. Berwick shows a dispensing arrangement with an eductor. Liquid concentrate 
flows through a needle valve 3 1 which is controlled by a dial 32 to control the ratio. The actuator 
is a threaded sleeve. Kelly shows a water control valve where the valve 33 is rotated to open the 
valve by handle 39. Flange/cam follower 41 is connected to the needle and rides on cam 43 to 
open and close the valve. Further rotation of the valve actuator in the same direction will cause 
the valve to open again. It would have been obvious to replace the thread arrangement of 
Berwick with the cam arrangement of Kelly to allow full needle adjustment in less than a full 
turn, for added convenience of operation. Regarding claims 4 and 5, note Berwick Figs. 1 and 3 
which show both orientation embodiments. 

Claims 9-10 are allowed. The prior art fails to teach a cam and valve arrangement where 
rotation of the valve causes a cam follower to move along "a cam surface with a first degree 
slope and a rapidly increasing slope" in combination with an eductor. 

Applicant's arguments filed 3 1 October 2003 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. It would seem that the new limitations are shown already by Kelly, already applied to 
the claims. 
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Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this 
Office action.
